Traveling alone after the first day,

an Arlington Heights insurance agent, 
said the journey for Debbie is just an 
example of his brother's determina- 
tion. Barn spastic, his brother was not 
"supposed" to be able to walk or talk. 


Although a victim of cerebral palsy. 


Dr. Duda will be, for the most part, 
making the ride and keeping the 
promise by himself. 


Debbie, at 15, died of cystic fibrosis, 


one of the most common of chronic 
childhood diseases. Cystic 
fibrosis, 


with no known cure, is a hereditary 
disease of the lungs and digestive sys- 
tem. 


"Here was a girl of is," Dr. Duda 


said of Debbie, "facing something like 
this as an adult would. She could ac- 
cept it; accept it as a part of life."

Mrs. Pat Nixon, who suffered a par- 


tially paralyzing stroke July 7, was 
released from the hospital Friday and 
returned to her San Clemente home. 


The former first lady was wheeled 


by her husband, former President 
Richard Nixon, through a crowd of 
applauding well-wishers in the hospi- 
tal lobby and to a waiting limousine. 


Dr. John Lungren, the Nixon fami- 


ly physician, said Mrs. Nixon, 64, can 
walk with minor assistance and had 
regained much of the functions of her 
left arm and leg she lost when she 
suffered the stroke. 


"Her blood pressure remains at a 


satisfactory level with the adminis- 
tration of low dosages of antihyperten- 
sive medication," Dr. Lungren said 


Mrs. Nixon smiled and waved to the 


crowd of about 50 persons in the lobby 
of the Long Beach Memorial Hospital 
when Nixon wheeled her outside for 
the 50-mile drive to their seaside es- 
tate. 


"I feel fine, but I'm a little fright- 


ened about the driver," she said, 
pointing over her shoulder to Nixon. 


Her daughters, Mrs. Tricia Cox and 


Mrs. Julie Eisenhower, were with the 
Nixons when they left the hospital. 


Mrs. 
Nixon issued a brief state- 


ment. It read: 


"My family and I have been deeply 


touched by all the expressions of con- 
cern, encouragement and friendship 
that have come to us from around the 
world. 


"The heartfelt prayers and good 


wishes of people have brightened the 
days with special meaning for Dick, 
Tricia, Julie and me. 
"I s h a l l treasure everyone's 


thoughtfulness in all the days ahead." 


Mrs. Nixon will undergo twice daily 


physical and occupational therapy, 
the latter to help her regain the abili- 
ty to move small objects with her left 
hand.

said. "However, she has regained 
much function of the muscles of her 
left leg and can now walk with minor 
assistance.

with an automobile. 


The searchers also combed an area

Ford claims first ballot nomination

President Ford's campaign claimed 


Ford locked up the Republican presi- 
dential nomination Friday by getting 
16 more national convention delegates 
and, by his count, passing the number 
needed for nomination. 


Although Ronald Reagan's camp 


made the same claim some time ago, 
cheers swept through the President 
Ford committee headquarters when 
deputy campaign chairman Jim Bak- 
er announced Ford now claims 1,135 
delegates — five more than required 
for nomination at the Kansas City 
convention in August. 


Allowing for Baker's announcement 


of the President's new delegate haul, 
UPI's tally still shows him at least 
nine votes shy of 1,130, with Reagan 
60 votes behind him. 


Reagan's 
own delegate-counters, 


however, say their candidate has al- 
ready garnered 1,140 convention votes 
— 10 more than necessary — in his 
war of nerves, sweat and persuasion 


with Ford for uncommitted and wa- 
vering delegates. 


At,a news conference at the presi- 


dent's campaign headquarters, Baker 
claimed Ford had gone over the top 
with a new pledge of support from 15 
previously 
uncommitted 
delegates 


from Hawaii and one former Reagan 
supporter — Adelle Haines, a New 
York delegate from Brooklyn. 


"By our count, which we believe to 


be a realistic chart, this brings us to 
1,135 delegates," Baker said in an an- 
nouncement drowned out by the 
cheers of Ford campaign workers. 


He said his count shows 1,026 for 


Reagan and 98 uncommitted. 


UPI's count previously gave Ford 


1,114 delegates, including nine of the 
15 Hawaiians claimed by Ford Fri- 
day. The six new Hawaii delegates 
and the one Reagan crossover from 
Brooklyn, therefore, would now give 
the President 1,121 delegates by tJPI'i 
count.

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - With 


engineers confident they can fix Vik- 
ing 1's jammed digging arm, the 
Mars robot turned on its second cam- 
era for the first time Friday and 
found a stretch of sand dunes out of 
the view of its other eye. 


The sweeping panoramic view of 


the desert Martian base called Chryse 
included a hill of to the east and, 
joined with an image taken after land- 
ing Tuesday, gave scientists the op- 
portunity to form a stereoscopic view 
of the landscape. 


Scientists had hoped to get a second 


color photograph but continuing 
trouble with a radio transmitter 
aboard the spacecraft eliminated that 
picture. Project Director James Mar- 
tin said it was hoped the problem was 
only a random one which would go 
away. 


The transmitter was using only one 


watt of radio power instead of 30 
watts as ordered when it talked to its 
mothership as it passed by overhead 
in orbit. The lower power reduced 
communications time and there was 
no time to transmit the color shot. 


Engineers believe a seismometer 


problem aboard Viking was caused by 
either a broken wire or defective 
plug. Another attempt will be made 
Monday to try to free the instrument 
scientists need to monitor Mars trem- 
ors to learn something about the plan- 
et's interior. 


The first black and white photo tak- 


en Friday displayed the American 
flag and the nation's Bicentennial em- 
blem painted on one of Viking's two 
nuclear generators. Overhead on the 
horizon was a thin, light cloud layer.

Since the 
pin remained, it prevented the arm 
from fully retracting into its housing, 
causing it to report a "no go" to 
Earth control. 


"It is certainly a plausible and pos- 


sible failure mode," Martin said, ex- 
plaining the failure was duplicated on 
a test lander at the control center. 


The way to correct it was to simply 


order the boom extended out to 14 
inches instead of the six inches tried 
when it failed Thursday. Commands 
to do that will be radioed to Viking 
late Saturday. 


"We'll know Sunday afterqtfSb after 


the data have been proceaHd here at 
the control center whether or not we 
have fixed the problem," Martin said. 
He said be was confident it would be 
corrected.

Government seeks 
end to fruit strike 


The federal government Friday pressed for a quick settlement of 


a California cannery strike that left fruit and vegetables rotting 
in fields and ordered renewed negotiations to end a near-record 
nationwide strike in the rubber industry. President Ford ordered 
an Agriculture Dept. team to give him a report on potential crop 
losses in a strike by some 30,000 Teamsters Union members 
against 28 northern California canning firms. White House Press 
Sec. Ron Nessen announced the move as representatives of the 
Teamsters and the canning industry bargained in Washington un- 
der the prodding of James F. Scearce, director of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Service. 


Rubber strike talks resuming 


Negotiations between the striking United Rubber Workers union 


and Firestone will resume Tuesday in Washington, URW Inter- 
national president Peter Bommarito said. The talks, which will be 
the first since negotiations broke off July 5, were called by U.S. 
Labor Sec. William J. Usery Jr. The URW has been on strike 
against Firestone, Goodyear, B. F. Goodrich and Uniroyal since 
April 21. 


Some 20,000 coal miners kept wildcat strikes going in the south- 


ern and central coalfields of West Virginia in protest against a 
federal court's imposition of a $50.000 fine against a UMW local 
whose members defied a back-to-work order. 


Auto safety results tallied 


Government investigators estimate that federal auto safety stan- 


dards may have saved nearly 30,000 lives in an eight-year period, 
according to a report released Friday. The General Accounting 
Office, in a report released by the Senate Commerce Committee, 
said safety features on 1966-68 cars cut deaths and serious injuries 
by 15-25 per cent and those on 1969-1970 models by 25-30 per cent in 
comparison to pre-1966 autos. But, the report said, "there was 
little, if any further improvement in 1971 to 1973 model cars." The 
GAO estimated that the cost of complying with the safety features 
on the 1966-1974 models was about $8.5 billion.

Will heart surgery 


end their sex life? 


I am writing In relation to my wife and me. She had an operation 


for a heart condition caused in part by high blood pressure. The 
aortic valve had become thin and the valve wag replaced with a 
plastic valve. The operation was performed three and a half yean 
ago. 


She has made good progress and is getting along fine. She keep* 


a check on her blood pressure and heart by seeing her doctor, but 
she has stopped taking her dally rest and In my Judgment she Is 
too active. 


I have a problem with her. That is our sex life. I have been 


afraid to have sex with my wife for fear that my weight (138 
pounds) would cause trouble with that valve attached to her heart 
or the emotion may cause her heart to beat faster. 


Therefore, since her operation I have not had sex with her, but I 


have remained faithful to my wife, the mother of our children. I 
believe in my marriage vows, In sickness or in health. That has 
been my loyalty to my wife. She has never been a demonstrative 
person, nor aggressive. Rut wr had a good life and reared our 
children. She is 63 and 1 am 66, Would It be all right for us to have 
sex or would It br best for me to continue as I have been for the 
past three years? 


Bolh you and your wife should talk to your doctor about it. He 


won't be shocked — I hope. It is well known that older people still 
enjoy sex and the interest in sex should be no surprise to him. 


As a rule of thumb a person who can walk 15 minutes at a fairly 


normal clip has enough exercise tolerance to engage in normal 
scxiuil activity. This Is particularly true between man and wife. 
Extramarital affairs seem to be attendant with greater excitement 
and more stress and are more dangerous to the heart patient. 


Remember that many of your wife's daily activities also increase 


her heart rate and blood pressure. Your body weight need not be a 
factor nncl the stress she may have may be no greater than that 
she impohes on herself by other activities. Her doctor will know 
about how much work she can do with her particular condition and 
can advise you properly. 


Recovery from heart surgery in this regard is much like recov- 


ering from a heart attack. I am sending you The Health Letter 
number 2-12. After the Heart Attack Others who want this infor- 
mation can send a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope with 50 
cents for it Send your letter to me in care of Paddock Publica- 
tions, P.O. Box 1531, Radio City Station, New York, N.Y. 10019. 


I would like to know your opinion on low blood pressure. Is 


there any medication or diet that will bring it up to a normal 
standard? 


This question comes up fairly regularly. Unless you have symp- 


toms — specifically a tendency to faint or become light headed on 
standing — it is not important. Low blood pressure caused by 
disease such as In tuberculosis, or with impending shock or he- 
morrhage is important only because of the medical condition that 
causes it. Lower readings in otherwise normal people are usually 
associated with long life with less tendency to develop heart at- 
tacks or strokes. So I still think the best thing for people to do who 
find out they have low blood pressure on a routine examination is 
to go home, get down on their kneesa and thank God they have it.

to make the experience of speaking in 
tongues the central or normative 
Christian experience.

John Kildahl. an expert on the phe- 
nomenon told Baptist Press. "They 
have this 'Rift' and therefore are spe- 
cial and that makes the other person 
feel he is being put down." 


What the future will be for charis- 


matic.*; in Southern Baptist life is un- 
certain. 


Some feel there will be increased 


disciplinary action against charis- 
matic churches while others think 
charismatic congregations will with- 
draw voluntarily and form their own 
association. 


"Associatioas 
of churches have 


been disrupted and churches barred 
from fellowship; churches have been 
torn apart; individuals, including pas- 
tors, have had their intelligence — 
and their Christianity — questioned, 
doubted and denied," he added. 


The charismatic movement — pri- 


marily the experience of glossalalia, 
or speaking in tongues — once con- 
fine 
to

pcntecostal 


churches has in the past several years 
been making large inroads in several 
mainline denominations such as Lu- 
theram.srn and Catholicism. 


And while the Baptist Home Mission 


Board survey indicates only 100 South- 
ern Baptistic charismatic churches, 
leadens of the movement insist there 
are at least 10,000 more in so-called 
"underground" prayer cells in non- 
charismatic churches.

IRS generous as Rocky with 'gift' 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Inter- 


nal Revenue Service (IRS) remains 
silent on why it permitted Vice Presi- 
dent Nelson Rockefeller to pay "gift 
taxes" on a $50,000 payment to Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger rather 
than insisting that Kissinger pay the 
higher federal income tax rate. 


Tax law experts point out that the 


Supreme Court in the Moses Dubers- 
tein case said that "a voluntary exe- 
cuted transfer of ... 
property from 


one to another, without any consid- 
eration or compensation therefor, 
though a common-law gift, is not nec- 
essarily a 'gift' within the meaning of 
the statute." 


The high court ruled that Dubers- 


tein had to pay federal income tax on 
the transfer of a Cadillac to Mm from 
a business friend because he had fur- 
nished the names of potential custom- 
ers to the friend, and that the "gift" 
Cadillac had to be considered "a re- 
compense for past services or an in- 
ducement to be of further service in 
the future rather than a gift." 


The ruling was the governing deci- 


sion when IRS officials were deciding 
whether Rockefeller's "gifts" to Kis- 
singer and others were truly "gifts" 
or were subject to federal income tax 
by the recipients. 


THE 850,000 "gift" to Kissinger was 


made just prior to the time the for- 
mer director of special studies for the 
Rockefeller Brothers Fund, Inc. and 
Harvard professor became chairman 
of the National Security Council in the 
Nixon administration. 


Other recipients of the so-called 


"gifts" included former New York 
State Republican Chairman L. Judson

Morhouse ($86,000) and William D. 
Ronan, chairman of the Port Author- 
ity of New York and New Jersey 
($550,000). 


The "gifts" to Morhouse and Ronan 


were in the form of "loans" while 
they were serving in a public capac- 
ity, in which it would have been of 
doubtful legality to have made gifts. 
These loans were subsequently can- 
celled and Rockefeller paid "gift" 
taxes on the transfers, without chal- 
lenge from IRS officials. 


The "gifts" to Kissinger, Morhouse 


and Ronan were admitted only after 
the Gannett newspapers revealed the 
Kissinger gift, and Rockefeller imme- 
diately took the offensive to assert 
that he had paid "gift taxes" on the 
transfers and that it was all quite pro- 
per as far as IRS officials were con- 
cerned. 


THE EMPHASIS in the questioning 


of Rockefeller and others during the 
Senate and House confirmation hear- 
ings centered on the public policy 
question of gifts by a wealthy man to 
people in public service. There was no 
exploration of the details of the trans- 
actions and relationships of the par- 


ties to determine if the tacts did not 
bring these transfers under the Du- 
berstein ruling. 


Sen. Robert C. Byrd <D-W. Va.), a 


member of the Senate rules com- 
mittee, noted that the transfer to Kis- 
singer took place as Kissinger was 
starting work as a public official in 
the Nixon administration, where his 
decisions might be useful to Rockefel- 
ler's political or economic. 


In the House Judiciary Committee, 


Rep. Donald Edwards and Rep. Ed- 
ward Mezvinsky made the same 
points about "public interest" but did 
not raise the other relevant question 
as to why the IRS did not require that 
Kissinger, Morehouse, and Ronan pay 
income tax on the money received 
from Rockefeller. 


THE 
SUPREME Court ruling 


stressed the importance of close 
scrutiny of such transfers to deter- 
mine if they should be treated as 
"gifts:" 


"They (the Duberstein and Stanton 


cases) present situations in which 
payments have been made in context 
with business overtones — an em- 


ployer making a payment to a retir- 
ing employee; a businessman giving 
something of value to another busi- 
nessman who has been of advantage 
to him in his business. 


"Importantly, if the payment pro- 


c e e d s primarily from 'the con- 
straining force of any moral or legal 
duty,' or from 'the incentive of antici- 
pated benefit' of an economic nature, 
it is not a gift. 


"And, conversely', where the pay- 


ment is in return for services ren- 
dered, it is irrelevant that the donor 
derives no economic benefit from it." 


"I HAVE LOOKED into the one that 


involved Dr. Kissinger," President 
Ford said. 


"I think to put this in proper per- 


spective you have to recognize that 
Governor Rockefeller is a very, very 
wealthy man and that he has been ex- 
tremely generous with many, many 
charities over a good many years, 
and he obviously sought to com- 
pensate former employes or friends 
for 
whatever services they 
per- 


formed." 


"In the case of Dr. Kissinger. I 


have been assured that every tax that 
could be applied has been paid and 
that all legal problems involving that 
particular case were solved satisfac- 
torily," President Ford said, without 
adding anything to the public knowl- 
edge of the details. 


It was obviously satisfactory to the 


Ford administration, which had a po- 
litical stake in Rockefeller's nomi- 
nation, but if it was indeed com- 
pensation to Kissinger in any respect, 
then federal income tax should have 
been paid. 


To pass referendums, organise 


Talk of school referendums is in the

creases, however, and their experi- 
ence is being repeated in many other 
districts. 


Years ago, I watched a school dis- 


trict pass a referendum with ease. 
The key to success was organization 
— and this district had one big organi- 
zation. 


Every school in the district had a 


referendum 
chairman 
(generally 


someone from the PTA); each chair- 
man had 10 or more zone captains 
who were responsible for geographic 
areas within the school boundary; 
each zone captain had eight or so wor- 
kers. 


The workers canvassed five or six 


blocks of homes with packets of infor- 
mation. They kept lists of who lived in 
the homes, whether they had children 
in school or pre-schoolers and how 
they felt about the referendum. 


The day of the vote, the workers 


and zone captains practically carried 
potential "yes" voters to the polls. 
P h o n e calls were made, trans- 
portation and babysitting provided 
and probable "No" voters were ig- 
nored. 


Another key to success was that the 


district made a case for why the mon- 
ey was needed well in advance of the 
vote. Voters were given a lesson in 
simple economics: either the referen- 
dum passes or the hot lunch program 
is eliminated and physical education, 
art and music programs are cut back 


You can't just tell people you want 


their money and expect them to hand 


it to you. You have to give them a 
good reason to pay more in taxes. 
You need to say, "Here are your op- 
tions, folks. It's up to you." 


It also helps to warn the community 


in advance of a referendum that 
trouble is looming. People won't be- 
lieve that today you are solvent and 
tomorrow you will be destitute. 


An Oak Park School district 


recently prepared a brochure to hand 
out to residents that explains school 
finances, the various funds a school 
district has to maintain, budgeting, 
taxing limits imposed on school dis- 
tricts, cutbacks that the district has 
already made and the effect of oper- 
ating a district when you spend more 
than you take in. 


The brochure, called "What Every 


Oak Park Citizen Should Know About 
School Finance," is a model for oth- 
ers to consider in bringing a clear, 
concise picture of the state of the dis- 
trict to the people. 


There's a nice touch at the end of 


the brochure. It says that copies of 
the school budget are available for 
public inspection at the district ad- 
ministration center and invites resi- 
dents to come in, look it over, ask 
questions and give their comments. 


Oak Park isn't looking for a tax rate 


increase because it currently is taxing 
at its legal maximum rate But if it 
were, it would be a step ahead of 
many districts, because it has taken 
the initiative in letting the voters 
know what is going on. The brochure 
shows a desire by the district to be 
straightforward with a most sensitive 
issue — money.

TOKYO (UPI) — Taiwan's frustra- 


ted Olympic athletes are home from 
Montreal with tear-stained faces, and 
Peking hS won yet anothe victory in 
its campaign to drive Taiwan out of 
international society. 


Under pressure from the Commu- 


nist government on the Chinese main- 
land, Canadian Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau laid down humiliating condi- 
tions for letting Taiwan take part in 
the 1976 Olympics 


The Taiwan Chinese went home 


rather than bow to them. 


If all this shocked the American 


public, it was no surprise to anybody 
in Asia. 


There have been two rival Chinese 


governments since 1949, and they hate 
each other. Their people won't eat in 
the same room, or play ping pong at 
the same table. 


When you formally accept Peking's 


friendship — as Canada has — you 
will soon get demands from Peking 
that you become Taiwan's enemy. 


It stems 
from 
a 
blood-soaked 


struggle for power that started in 
China in the mid 1920s. At that time 


the Chinese Communists broke away 
from the late President Chiang Kai- 
shek's revolutionary army, and began 
their own bid for supremacy 


The hostility applies to sports, or 


any other international society activi- 
ty. 


Peking campaigned for years to 


oust Taiwan from the Asia Games. 
Asia's regional Olympia. It joined 
only after Taiwan was pushed out. 


In contrast to the West sport is re- 


garded in Asia as a tool of diplomacy 
In 1971, China signaled its acceptance 
of former President Richard Nixon's 
rapprochment policy by inviting an 
American ping pong team to tour 
China. 
* 


A few years later, when the Peking 


Chinese were not able to get into 
Asia's table tennis federation, they 
joined forces with Communist and 
Third World countries to organize a 
new one. From China's point of view, 
the sole purpose waa to take over 
Asian table tennis, and exclude Tai- 
wan, South Korea and South Vietnam. 


By skillful sports diplomacy, the 


Chinese got Japan to join the new fed- 
eration, and the old one collapsed.

Superstar fails to qualify 


MONTREAL (UPI) - The "dream 


race" was taken away last week, a 
victim of politics. Now, John Walker's 
dream is shattered, too, a victim of 
poor running tactics. 


Walker, the only man in history 


ever to run a mile faster than 3:50, 
trained for a year with two goals in 
mind at the Olympics. There would be 
the 
eagerly-anticipated 
1,500-meter 


race against Filbert Bayi, and the 800 
as well, a chance for Walker to match 
the feat of his New Zealand coun- 
tryman Peter Snell who, 12 years ago, 
was the last to win this glamorous but 
gruelling double in the Olympics. 


No one even had tried since then. 


There was nothing Walker could do 


when Bayi, the world record holder at 
1,500 meters, had to go home because 
Bayi's country, Tanzania, refused to 
compete with Walker's country. Now 
there's nothing Walker can do about 
winning the two races he so dearly 
wanted, cither, because Friday he 
was eliminated in the first round of 
trials for the 800. finishing third in his 
heat in a slow I:-17.63. 


His failure overshadowed even the 


three gymnastics gold medals won 
Friday night by a handsome, blond 
Russian named Nigolai Andrianov. 
That gave Andrianov a total of four 
golds in these games, but he got little 
more than perfunctory cheers from a 
gymnastics crowd still numbed by the 
perfect performances of Nadia Cotn- 
aneci. 


Friends say Walker has been affect- 


ed deeply by the political turmoil 
caused when New Zealand sent an all- 
black rugby union football team to 
South Africa, the event that sparked 
an Olympic boycott by more than two 
dozen black African and Arab nations. 


Walker appeared to run a dis- 


interested race Friday. He allowed 
James Robinson, the American AAU 


champion from Oakland, Calif., to set 
a slow pace, and over the last 50 me- 
ters he surprisingly had no kick at all 
when Britain's Frank Clement raced 
past both him and Robinson to win the 
heat. 


Walker, 24, whose mile record is 


,t:-l!M, was obviously disgusted with 
himself as he stormed out of the 
Olympic Stadium. 


"I guess I took it out too easy," he 


snapped. 
- Then, as a reporter attempted to 
get closer, Walker threw out his 
hands as if to say, "stay away," 
sneered, and said, "I don't want to 
talk about it any more," 
and de- 


parted. 


He'll have until next Thursday to 


get ready for his next race. That's 
when trials begin for the 1,500 meters. 


The departure of Walker left Ameri- 


can Kick Wohlhuter an odds-on choice 
to win the 800. Wohlhuler, the 1974 
Sullivan Award winner as the coun- 
try's top amateur athlete, had the 
best time in qualifying, 1:45.71. He 
said he was surprised Walker had 
nothing left at the end Friday, since 
"John runs more with his strength 
than speed," but said he thought the 
loss might be a "blessing in disguise 
since now he can concentrate on the 
1,500," the more glamorous event. 


The United States earned its first 


gymnastics medal in 44 years when 
Peter Kormann, a senior at Southern 
Connecticut State College, 
finished 


third for the bronze medal in floor ex- 
ercise. The only other U.S. medal Fri- 
day was a silver for 18-year-old Kathy 
McMillan of Raeford, N.C., in the 
women's long jump. 


Andrianov won gold medals in the 


floor exercise, rings and vaulting, won 
the silver medal on the parallel bars 
and a bronze on the side horse. The 
other gymnastics winners were ZolUm 


Magyar of Hungary on the side horse, 
Sawao Kato of Japan on the parallel 
bars and Mitsuo Tsukahara of Japan 
on the horizontal bar. 


The results enabled 
the Soviet 


Union to pass the United States in to- 
tal medals 38-30, although each nation 
has 13 golds. East Germany has 11 
gold medals and a total of 28. 


Russia also clinched the first wom- 


en's basketball gold medal by crush- 
ing the United States, 112-77, and the 
Soviet men joined tire U.S. in the-sem- 
ifinals of that competition by slaugh- 
tering Japan 129-63. The American 
men had the day off and play Czech- 
oslovakia Saturday morning, their fi- 
nal game before the playoffs. 


In boxing, U.S. success continued as 


welterweight Clint Jackson of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., pounded out a unanimous 
decision over Zbigniew Kicka of Po- 
land to reach the round of 16, and fly- 
weight Leo Randolph of Tacoma, 
Wash., advanced to the quarter-finals 
on a split decision over Constantin 
Gruescu of Romania. 


Another boxer, Canadian light mid- 


dleweight Michel Prevost, was sus- 
pended indefinitely by the Canadian 
Amateur Boxing Association for phys- 
ically threatening and brushing a ref- 
eree who disqualified him for butting 
during a bout Thursday. 


Two other athletes also were ba- 


nished 
Friday. 
Canadian 
sprinter 


Robert Martin was sent home for 
sneaking a friend into the Olympic 
Village past Army troops, armed with 
rifles to prevent a repeat of the 1971! 
Munich disaster, into the Olympic Vil- 
lage. And a 65-year-old shooter, Paul 
Cerutti of Monaco, was kicked out of 
the games for failing a routine drug 
test. 


Besides Wohlhuter's best qualifying 


lime in the 800, the United States also 
had the fastest qualifier in two other 
events — Auburn freshman Harvey 


Glance, 10.23 in the 100, and Edwin 
Moses of Dayton, Ohio, 49.95 in the 400 
meter hurdles.

Outdoors 


There's been no release of salmon 


into either the Des Plaines River or 
Salt Creek, although Jeff Heintz 
wouldn't mind the proposition. 


For three and one-half months he 


has operated The Salmon Shop at 103 
S. Northwest Hwy. in Palatine. The 
store carries a complete line of salm- 
on outfitting in addition to chartering 
service out of Waukegan and a home- 
made smoke house for the finished 
product. 


"Most Lake Michlga fishing outlets 


are right on the lakefront," Heintz 
said. "None of them cater to subur- 
banites which make up a large por- 
tion of their business. That's what I 
hope to do." 


An avid angler all of his 36 years, 


Helntx has wasted little time estab- 
liihing one of the most respected rep- 
utations on the big pond. 


"I guess I've been pretty lucky," 


the former Palatine High School grad 
admitted, "but my worst day this 
year has been four fish." 


Heintz' success can be measured by 


his popularity on the ship-to-shore ra- 
dio which drew a steady stream of 
curiosity calls by other captains from 
Kenosha, Wis. to Burnham Harbor, 
Chicago. 


Saturday was an especially slow 


day on Lake Michigan. The wind was 
blowing favorably out of the west, but 
the surface temperature was still a 
blistering 67 degrees — far hotter than 
the salmon desire for their active feed- 
ing habits. 


While the majority of boats raced 


Into cooler water 100-200 feet deep, 
Heintz defied the law of averages and

worked the shoreline off the Zion Nu- 
clear Plant. 


"We're marking fish down here," 


he said, pointing to his graphic Vexi- 
lar fishfinder and'indicating the ellip- 
tical designs. "And they're big ones." 


Heintz threw his twin Buick V-6 en- 


gines into neutral and began rigging 
the eight lines that would troll behind 
the boat. 


"Keep a close eye on this one," he 


said, referring to the second pole to 
assume a bowed posture off the stern. 
"I'm the only one I know of that runs 
two dodgers (big red metalic attrac- 
tors) off the same line. They tangle 
very easily." 


No sooner had he issued the warn- 


ing than the rod buckled in half carry- 
ing the day's first salmon — an acro- 
batic seven-pound coho. Just over an 
hour later, the silvery dart bad an 
identical twin nestled beside him in 
the ice chest. 


Communicating charter boats were 


gasping at our quick success, but 
none joined us from the deep water. 
We continued to mark the band of fish 
in 60 feet of water, but inexplicably 
they went off the feed. 


For six sun-baked hours, we joined 


the ranks of the frustrated. A couple 


of releases were all the action report- 
ed out of Waukegan. 


Finally the silence was shattered by 


an excited captain 300 yards away 
who had just finished netting a trophy 
31-pound chinook. We trolled our way 
to the spot, joining an armada of 
boats that hoped to cash in on the lun- 
ker action. 


An eight-pound steelhead broke our 


personal drought, but the big one . . . 
the elusive chinook that we agreed 
would compensate for an otherwise 
"uneventful" day . . . was still only 
an uncooperative comma-shaped de- 
sign on graph paper. 


Heintz' switch to a rig he admit- 


tedly had never tried before worked 
the miracle. A silver and blue deep- 
diving Rapala behind a red schoolee 
lit the fuse on the dynamite below. 


J a y Barker of Crystal Lake 


snatched the rod that was living up to 
all of the manufacturer's unbreakable 
guarantees from the holder as line 
went screaming from the reel. 


The howling drag was enough warn- 


ing for Heintz to frantically begin 
cranking up the other seven rods. 
"He's going to need all the room he 
can get," the captain predicted, 
pumping the downriggers up to the 
surface. 


One leap by the chinook 50 yards 


from the boat also served warning 
that a heavy-duty landing net was in 
order. 


After a stubborn struggle, Heintz 


strained to lift the 29-pound king from 
its domain. Inside the 72-quart cooler, 
the mammoth king dwarfed the coho 
and steelhead like minnows. 


"We're pulling up and going home," 


Heintz repeated in his radio set to 
the surrounding boat captains who 
had watched the episode. "We've had 
quite a day."

bag that had been left behind. Both 
were disqualified when they stepped 
out of the boat and had to weigh i« 
the fish they had aboard. 


An ABF tournament rule, estab- 


lished by a committee of tournament 
anglers, states that tournament con- 
testants may not leave the boat dur- 
ing the tournament. The only ex- 
ception is if the boat breaks down 
en route to the weigh in. Then they 
can abandon the boat and ride in with 
other anglers to weigh in their fish, 
provided the partners stay together. 


"I misread the rule," Hartsall said. 


"I assumed we could leave the boat 
as long as we stayed together. I was 
lucky I had my limit of fish when we 
arrived at the boat dock and they al- 
lowed us to weigh in what we had."

thousands of different plant species, 
at least hundreds of them are suitable 
for making paper. In fact, about 10 per 
cent of our paper supplies are made 
from the cellulose fibers of plants 
such as hemp, jute, cornstalks, cotton 
and even wheat straw. 


The trick in making paper is to sep- 


arate the fibrous cellulose from the 
gummy plant resins and other mate- 
rials. The ancient Chinese, who first 
made paper as we know it, patiently 
crafted single sheets of paper from 
the cellulose fibers of mulberry bark. 
They later discovered that rags, hemp 
and even old fish nets could be used 
to make crinkly sheets of paper. 


Our most plentiful supply of suitable 


cellulose is found in the woody lumber 
of such trees as the fir, pine, poplar, 
spruce and tamarack. After the trees 
are felled, they are floated down- 
stream, or hauled by trucks if a river 
isn't handy, to the paper mill. 


Here the logs are cut into workable 


sections and fed Into a huge revolving 
drum that removes the bark. Chipping 
machines go to work to reduce the de- 
barked sections into tiny chips that 
are about the size of a nickel. The 
flaky fragments are given a bath and

then dropped into a gigantic metal pot 
called a digester. Water and chem- 
icals are added, and the mixture is 
cooked until it turns into a soupy pulp. 


After the soggy pulp is washed and 


rewashed to rinse out the chemicals,it 
is blown through a series of screens 
that remove any unwanted plant ma- 
terials. The pulp is then drained of 
most of its water, bleached and re- 
washed. Next in line is a machine 
called a beater that rubs the fibers 
together and sends them on to other 
machines that brush and cut the clea 
fibers to a proper length. 


A huge machine called a Fourdri- 


nier forms the moist mishmash of fi- 
bers into a sheet and passes it over 
suction boxes that drain off most of 
the water. The sheet is then squeezed 
between rollers and passed over a 
number of steam-heated cylinders for 
drying. By now the soupy pulp looks 
like the paper we are familiar with 
and is ready to be wound in super big 
rolls.

A soldier in search of himself 


Leonard Matlovich was a U.S. Air 


Force 12-year veteran. He served 
three overseas duties in Vietnam 
where he earned the Purple Heart, 
Bronze Star and the Air Force Medal 
of Commendation. 


But those honors did not matter last 


year when the former Air Force ser- 
geant advised his squadron command- 
er that be freely participated in homo- 
sexual relations. 


Matlovich received his discharge 


last Oct. 22, seven months after sub- 
mitting a letter to Lt. Col. Charles 
Richie, his squadron commander. 


THAT DISCHARGE was upheld last 


Friday in Washington in U.S. District 
Court by Judge Gerhard A. Gesell, 
who gained some national prominence 
during the Watergate proceedings. 


When I spoke with Matlovich this 


week, he was attempting to determine 
whether Gesell's ruling should be ap- 
pealed. 


"The Supreme Court is changing," 


Matlovich said of the so-called Nixon 
Court. "Now is not the time to appeal. 


"It (the Court) has already said 


that gays have no right to privacy. 
What happens now if I go forward and 
they say gays have no right to em- 
ployment? It could set the movement 
back 100 years." 


MATLOVICH DESCRIBED his re- 


actions to Gesell's ruling as being, 
"Shock, hurt, disappointment. I had 
faith in this system of government,

great faith. My faith had been shat- 
tered. 


"When a man with the quali- 


fications of Judge Gesell, a very fair 
man, rules against you, what chance 
do we have in a higher court?" Mat- 
lovich said. 


"I wish I had a copy of his closing 


statement. He came down very heavy 
on the armed forces. He said their 
law was very bad and asked them to 
reconsider it. 


"He criticized their 'knee-jerk' re- 


action. He was great. He did what he 
could," Matlovich said. 


IT WAS AN AFFIRMATIVE action 


case listed as Doe vs. the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia in which the 
Supreme Court this year upheld that 
state's statute that made illegal gay 
relations between consenting adults. 


The Supreme Court caused some 


confusion when it upheld that statute 
without any rendering any opinion,

Civil Liberties Union. 


Leonard Matlovich was an Air 


Force brat. His father, Leonard Sr., 
served 32 years with a final rank of 
chief master sergeant. His son en- 
listed nearly 13 years ago while they 
lived in England. 


Young Matlovich served three Viet- 


nam tours between 1965 and 1971. He 
spent the next four years as a drug 
rehabilitation counselor and race rela- 
tions advisor at Air Force bases in 
Florida and Virginia. 


ONE DAY HE decided he was being 


a hypocrite. "I told them I was gay 
but that I wanted to stay in the Air 
Force. We felt the policies of the Air 
F o r c e violated my constitutional 
rights." 


With assistance from David Addles- 


tone, then an ACLU lawyer in Wash- 
ington, Matlovich prepared the letter 
which was presented to Lt. Col. Rich- 
ie in March 1975. 


"The hardest trouble I had was 


proving that I was gay," Matlovich 
said. "They thought that I was doing 
it for a cause and not because it was 
true." 


Matlovich's discharge was recom- 


mended by Lt. Col. Richie, the Air 
Force Discharge Review Board and 
the Board for Correction of Military 
Judge Gesell was inclined to agree, 


IT BECAME FINAL last Oct. 22, 


the same day that Addlestone sought 
a restraining order in U.S. District 
Court that would have prevented Mat- 
lovich's discharge. 


Judge Gesell would not issue the re- 


straining order, but he ordered both 
sides into court for a complete hear- 
ing. 


Paperwork and hearings lasted nine 


months. Gesell brought down his rul- 
ing last Friday. 


"The Supreme Court has said that 


states may make sodomy against the 
law," Matlovich said. "Congress has 
made it against the law for military 
people, straights, gays, marrieds, sin- 
gles, everybody. 


"I HAD ADMITTED to committing 


sodomy. The Air Force said we can't 
have a lawbreaker in the service and 
Judge Gesell was inclined to agree, 
so he ruled against us." 


But Gesell also stated, "This is dis- 


tressing, a bad case. It may be that 
bad cases make bad law. It's impos- 
sible to escape the feeling that the 
time may have" arrived for reevaluat- 
ing the homosexual question." 


Matlovich has been much in de- 


mand as a public speaker both in the 
United States and Europe. He does 
not view himself, however, as a free- 
dom fighter out front of the gay liber- 
ation movement. 


"No one ever said my case had to 


be the placement of the flag on the 
building." Matlovich said. "It's a hu- 
man tidal wave of progression. I'm 
just one brick. I'm not the crowning 
glory of the building." 


IT SEEMED LOGICAL to Inquire 


whether Matlovich had any regrets, 
either about his homosexual relations 
or regarding his admissions of them. 


"I'm completely adjusted. I have no 


regrets about being gay," Matlovich 
said. "But I do icgret living in a 
society that represses gay people. 


"I see people looking back and say- 


ing, 'How could they have done 
that?' " Matlovich said. "Ten years 
ago, it was against the law for blacks 
to eat in some restaurants. 


"That behavior has changed," Mat- 


lovich said. "In 10 years, the behavior 
will be changed for gay people." 


He could be correct, but for the 


time being, Leoard Matlovich remains 
a soldier without his uniform.

Pinball has been around for 


years but players still 


flock to it—even in Zambia 


by Charlie Dickinson 


Anyone can be a 25-cent hero. 


Pinball players hate nothing more than a 


cheap dram. 


A good pinball player survives on quick 


reflexes, body english and timing, but 
even the best can only watch when the 
ball trickles smoothly between the flippers 
and disappears out of play. 


It's enough to make some people quit. 


And that is the difference between the 


casual player, the rube who gets involved 
drying the circles his beer glass makes on 
the machine, and the Potential Legend. 


The Potential Legend sees an occasional 


drain as part of the game, as much a part 
of pinball as bonus points, bumpers and 
free balls. 


A Potential Legend just knows that 


eventually he is going to turn that ma- 
chine. He knows that score counter is go- 
ing to flip over. He knows he is going to 
play forever. 


He can feel it. 


Bally Manufacturing of Chicago stamps 


its letterheads with "World's largest Man- 
ufacturer of Coin-Operated Amusement 
Equipment." In 1975 the company sold 
$227 million worth of flipper-type pinball 
machines. 


H B Jones, advertising manager at Bally, 


is careful to point out the difference be- 
tween pinball and electronic amusement 
games. 


"There is a difference between elec- 


tronic and electrical," (ones said ' Pinball 
games are electrical " 


The inside of most electronic amuse- 


ment games is enyjty space There is usual- 
ly a television tube which projects that 
part of the game the customer views and 
one or two circuit boards which control 
each function of the game 


By contrast, the inner works of a pinball 


game is a bwmble of color coded wires 
Each wire has a distinct function in the 
working of the machine 


The machines have been working for 


more than a century, but pinball h.is just 
recently shed its image of clustv illicitnfss 
Elton John's "Pinball Wizard ' helped the 
transition, jnd now it 
!<• turd to find a 


person past the age ol 10 who has n<vi;r 
gotten on a pm. 


"With other amusement games, if YOU 


play them enough you can master them 
Then you get bored," said Larry Click, 
president of Just Games, Inc in Mount 
Prospect, a pinball and electronic game 
arcade "Pinball is different That ball is 
never going to take the same route twice. 


"We get businessmen during lunch and 


they just forget about everything," Click 
said. "They gel on a pin and for those few 
minutes all their problems are gone " 


Charles Dickens in the "Pickwick Pa- 


pers" penned the earliest known refer- 
ence to pinball. Patrons of the Peacock 
Club "beguiled their time chiefly with 
such amusements as the Peacock afforded, 
which were limited to a bagatelle-board 
a 


When Dickens was writing, in 1836, the 


balls were propelled up the tilted face of 
the board with a stick similar to a billiard 
cue and only later was the spring-loaded 
plunger used. 


The game has evolved over the years 


and except for certain towns that forbid 
them (such as Schaumburg and Miles) pin- 
ball is now the most consistently popular 
game in any bar A college town without 
at least a half dozen pins is just as likely to 
outlaw dating. 


The game is so popular that Bally regu- 


larly ships its product to Zambia, where it 
takes five, 10 and 20 ngwee coins to play 


It takes 25 cents or more to play m the 


United States, unless you find a machine 
somewhere in the far boondocks, and in- 
creasingly the operators of the nut hmes 
are adjusting them to allow just three balls 
per game instead of five 


In 1933, when glass mjrbles were re- 


placed with steel ball bearings, the price 
was increased from 10 balls for a nickel to 
five 


But whatever the price pinball will be 


played

na,mpd Elvis 
a Potential Legend 
who 


worked late, studied hard and bet ime fa- 
mous in his own little corner of the world 


' Elvis was the son of somebody in Holly- 


wood although we never found out who 
rhat's just what he claimed He was a 
born showman, though He loved to have 
people watchtiim play pins 


"We had this game m a bar where I 


went to school called Majorettes It was 
the best game in the world Only cost a 
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dime and you could play it without 
counting on luck all the time. 


"Elvis would take his little stool and sit 


down to play Majorettes. He got so he 
could do anything he wanted with that 
game. He could turn it with one ball; he 
never drained. Elvis was unbelievable. 


"In fact, he got so good people got 


bored watching him. And when people 
weren't watching Elvis didn't have any fun. 


"One night he started to have an in- 


credible streak of bad luck. He was missing 
shots and had a couple balls drain on him 
and every time something went wrong 
Elvis would scream and moan so the whole 
bar could hear. 


"And pretty soon people were starting 


to crowd around just to sec Elvis lose. He 
needed 20,000 to turn the machine and he 
only had one ball left All of a sudden Elvis 
Started to get his game together. 


"He'd get that machine rolling and go- 


ing 'DING DING DING DING' and the 
people who were watching him realized 
he'd just been fooling them. Everybody 
was irritated but he was a great showman." 


Elvis, perhaps instinctively, was an expert 


at what pinball manufacturers call "ter- 
minal suspense," a quality they build into 
each machine to make each game more 
exciting as the last ball approaches. 


Terminal suspense, which is the feeling 


that a player can turn a mediocre score 
into a good one with the last ball, Is just 
one of a number of psychological ploys 
used to make the game more appealing. 


Others include the balance of a game — 


manufacturers want a game that is neither 
too difficult (in which the player becomes 
discouraged) or too easy (in which the 
player becomes bored) 
— and the 


"came-close-try-again" appeal which leads 
players to keep feeding the machine be- 


Some people will try forever to beat that darned game. 


cause they just missed winning the last 
round. 


"The first game of the night is always the 


best," said Dan Kerr, an Arlington Heights 
player who has stacked more than a few 
quarters on pinball machines in his life. 
"You just stand there and play and don't 


worry about anything else. Then when 
you expect 20,000 points and hit 60,000 
you think you're in for a good night. 


"That's when you make the mistake of 


reading the rules on the table and trying 
to score high when you got your good 
score just by luck," Kerr said. "That's when 


everything starts to go wrong. You drain 
balls all over the place and miss shots and 
score maybe 5,000 points.

tarry Click, president of Just Games, 


Inc. in Mount Prospect, started business 
three years ago. "We had the theory 
that, done right, people would come to 
a place just to play games," he said. "As 
it turned out, we were correct." 


The one basic ingredient necessary 


for success, and Olhges as a manufac- 
turer and Click as an operator realize it 
is true, are interesting, exciting games. 


"If a game is making money we keep 


it," Click said. "If people aren't playing 
a game we might move it to another 
store and if people still don't play we 
get rid of it." 


With the machines costing as much as 


they do — Click recently installed an 
$8,000 game in one of his five stores — 
operators can't afford to allow an un- 
profitable game to take up space. 


"The industry is developing at such 


an explosive rate," Click said, "that 
some machines are antiquated in six 
months." 


Olligos and partner Ed PoKinek start- 


ed Universal Research Labs .is a devel- 
opment lab for other companies They 
later expanded into eleclronu games 
and their Electra Games company now 
manufactures the likes of UFO Chase, 
Avenger and Pace Car Pro. 


United Research Labs was the first 


company to introduce the "robot" into 
their games. This device is similar to a 


pace car that travels at a constant, pre- 
determined rate of speed and gives the 
player something to compete against. 


Just Games also simulates com- 


petition by posting monthly high scores 
with each game. 


"The kids like to see their names up 


there," Click said "When somebody 
beats the old record they )ust tell the 
attendant and he changes the card. The 
kids like to have somebody to beat." 


Having somebodv to beat is often the 


difference 
between 
an 
exceptional 


game and a mediocre game. The "rob- 
ot" innovation took advantage of this 
and Click admits, "The more people 
you get competing on a game the more 
money it brings in." 


But people like Cus Titus, who said 


he wi'l travel across the country to find 
a game of 'Twin Rifles," don't seem to 
care about anyone's money but their 
own 


"Inflation," Titus said between t-ames

lust over one year ago, a lonely figure 


would dash out to Green's Park in Arling- 
ton Heights. He wouldn't carry a baseball 
bat or a glove or a basketball. His equip- 
ment consisted only of three Frlsbees. The 
15-year-old would toss each one as far and 
accurately as he could. Then he'd have to 
jog over to retrieve them.

The city tournament is today at Fron- 
tier Park in Arlington Heights. 


Neither play this game just to pass the 


long, lazy days of summer. They simply 
love it. "Sometimes, when I see it fly, I say 
'Wow, I threw that!" says Jason. "I'll prob- 
ably be doing this the rest of my life." 


Fun is the essence of this sport, perhaps 


the major reason it is so attractive. It is 
benign sport, untainted by the corruption 
and greediness which has steadily crept 
into big-time sports. Some enthusiasts will 
say seriously that just the aesthetics of 
watching that deceptive disc float through 
the air appeals to them. They say the 
Frisbee is more creative than any ball 
could ever be. 


To some, nationwide Frisbee tourna- 


ments which have been formed in recent 
years are most important. Both Ed Mari- 
nier and Jason Reese dream of participat- 
ing in these tourneys and say someday 
they will. They also want to tour parts of 
the country, offering exhibitions which 
show what the Frisbee can do. 


Just northeast of Arlington Heights, two 


men are living the dreams of Ed Marinier 
and Jason Reese. Since September of 1975, 
Alan Blake and John Connelly of Wilmette 
have traveled throughout the nation, giv- 
ing Frisbee exhibitions in schools, at shop- 
ping centers and at halftime during bas-

telling the story of his invention as much 
as he does playing with it. Suffice to say 
Morrison likes to spice up his stories a bit. 


Ask him how he created the plastic 


Frisbee and he will respond with this an- 
swer: "Well, I was in the Air Force sta- 
tioned in India during World War II, and 
you know they had a tremendous ele- 
phant population explosion," he says with- 
out a trace of levity. "So I thought I should 
make a contraceptive. It didn't work out 
there, but I just couldn't get rid of the 
damn thing." 


Silence. Then a burst of uncontrollable 


laughter and the real story. "I used to 
throw pie pans around when I was a kid," 
he says. "That's how it started." 


He could not forgot his childhood 


games after World War II (he was a prison- 
er in the famous Stalag 17) and started 
experimenting with a steel Friibee Finally 
Morrison made the move to plastic and 
g.ive the discs .iw.iy jt California fairs His 
sales pitch would make even the most per- 
suasive door-to-door 
vacuum cleaner 


salesmen shake their he.ids in admiration. 


To get through the large and prosperous 


post-war fair crowds, says Morrison, he 
created invisible wire. "V\e discovered we 
could get through the crowds by holding 
our h.inds out like we were holding wire. 
We'd say 'Look out for the wire!' and 
people would immediately fall back. We'd 
nave people getting tangled in the wire 
and everything. Well, we started selling 
ihe wire. And with it, we'd give 'em a 
Frisbee." 


It wasn't until 1957 that Wruim-O Manu- 


facturing Co began selling the Frisbee. 
Sales began slowly because at the same 
time the Hula Hoop had been developed, 
and it was catrhing on In fact, Wham-O 
officials say the Hula hoop almost killed 
the Frisbee before- it had a chance. 


The other problem, savs Morrison, was 


that nobody knew how to sell it. "Store 
owners would just have it sitting on the 
counter and it wouldn't do anything," he 
says. 


"But I finally convinced them to do 


some slow motion commercials of the 
Frisbee flying so it would be on the screen 
for a longer time The best one was when 
they showed a guy throwing the Frisbee 
from a bearh and it glided up to a cliff in 
the Palisades Actually they ran the film 
backwards 
Actually 
the 
Frisbce was 


thrown from Ihe tliff " 


Financially, Morrison, who now owns a 


hardware store in La Verne, Calif., hasn't 
done badly. "I've made considerably over 
a million dollars," he says. 


Other "flying saucers" similar to the 


Frisbee (a registered 
trademark) were 


developed. None were as popular. Says 
Morrison: "We've got the Cadillac of fly- 
ing discs." 


Morrison started to get some big checks 


in the late 60's, when Frisbee interest really 
grew. The Navy, said one Wham-O 
spokesman, even spent about $385,000 ex- 
perimenting with the Frisbee as a flare. 


Non-military interest was even greater. 


New games developed, such as Ultimate 
Frisbee (similar to soccer), Circle Frisbee, 
Frisbee Golf, Basebee (Frisbee baseball) 
and even Frisbee basketball. 


Perhaps the most intriguing game of all 


is Cuts Frisbee. Besides the prerequisite of 
the need for guts in this aptly named 
game, a death wish is also helpful. 


The game usually consists of five players 


on each side, facing each other about 15 
yards apart The playeis throw the Frisbee 
as hard as they can to the opposing team 
The object for the opposing team is to 
catch this blur (if the throw is reasonable) 
clocked at 90 mph one handed. 


In addition to the rapidly increasing 


number of these zany games, organised 
competition has also grown dramatically. 
Tournaments have been established 
throughout the nation — one of the big- 
gest is the World Frisbee Championships 
in the Rose Bowl at Pasadena, Calif, in 
August. 


The International Frisbee Association, 


which began in 1967, now includes well 
over 70,000 members. 


Some eastern colleges have initiated in- 


tercollegiate Frisbee competition and one 
even offers an athletic scholarship to a 
Frisbee player. 


But as Frisbee competition becomes 


more organized and intense, a question 
begs to be answered: Will the fun flavor of 
the sport be destroyed? Will it>juit become 
another sport in the crowd? 


Nobody knows, but if competitiors heed 


the simple philosophy of the man who 
created the Frisbee, there may be hope. 


"You can't take the Frisbee too ser- 


iously," says Morrison. "For as long as I've 
been associated with (he Frisbee, all the 
games and the promotion have been 
great. They help to keep the name in front 
of the people. But I'll tell you something. 
Nothing beat-; throwing the damn thing 
around I'm a hero every time I have to 
catch it "

propose are three faceted," said Avis 
Wold, committee chairman.

The board of education has been
